The republican candtdntc for govern- 
or of Iowa, Hon. Leslie M. Shaw, 
appears not only to have a elenr under- 
standing of the money question, but to 
have the rare gift of simplifying thla 
abstruse subject so that It can be 
grasped by ordinary mind*. The fol- 
lowing extract from his speech at lied 
Oak indicates his style of reasoning: 

“Now, how la the parity of the silver 
dollar maintained? It Is worth, as we 
have teen, its fare In gold. I answer 
because the government of the United 
States aces fit In its wisdom to pay out 
either metal upon ita coin demands at 
the option of the creditors. 1 insist that 
the plan proposed by the advocates of 
free coinage of stiver, that the govern- 
ment of the United States shall pay sil- 
ver upon Ita coin demands, would causa 
tha metals to part company Instantly. 

"llow much gold Is needed to do our 
bualneaa? Just enough for convenience 
In measuring and determining the value 
of our currency, enough for redemp- 
tion purposes and enough to accommo- 
date those who desire to hoard It. How 
many &0-pound standard weights such 
as are used on the larger class of scales 
for weighing stock and produce, la It 
necessary to havc7 They are used to 
balance the acalesand to keep thepound 
and ton from fluctuating. Just enough 
of those weights arc essential to accom- 
modate the huainees. Your cattle will 
weigh no more if the wclghmaater have 
tw o or a dozen of these standard weights 
than if he has one. It is essential that 
he have one, and that this one is of the 
same weight as those, in the market 
where you bought your cattle. If this 
weight fluctuates you will not be safe 
in buying cattle in one town and sell- 
ing them In another. You might atilTrr 
a variation in the weight as well as In 
the market. 

You sell some wheat for $50. You 
get a check for It. You take it to the 
bank. You have It deposited to your 
credit, and you pay some borrowed mon- 
ey or you get It cashed and take the 
money to rhe atorc and buy some goods. 
I don't care what you do with it; un- 
lees you carry the currency home and 
take the risk of the midnight tlilrf It 
will And Its way to some bauk before 
sundown. 

“I submit that it docs not matter 
whether you sold 50 bushels of wheat 
or 100 for the $50. The money used aa 
the measure of its value la not exhaust- 
ed. It is not taken from the channels 
of trade. It is ready for service the next 
morning. Then, too, the chances are 
that not a penny in money la used In 
the payment for the wheut. If you de- 
posit your check, no money la used. If 
you take the ehrek to another hank or 
to a store, no money is used, for they 
will deposit it. The same amount of 
money In the bnnks and in eirculstiun 
will handle wheut at 50 cents a bushel 
or a dollar. Let me illustrate. January 
1, 1892. the three banks in mv town 
had actual cash in their vaults of 
about $00,000. In addition to this, of 
course, they had money with their city 
correspondents. During that year there 
was sold in the town and paid over 
the counters of those three banks very 
nearly $500,000 for hogs, a large amount 
for cattle, a large amount for wheat 
and a still larger amount for corn. The 
banks loaned that year to every man 
wanting money who eould give secur- 
ity. There w as loaned of eastern capital 
on farm landa probably $100,000. The 
banka did a business of many millions, 
and when the year closed they still had 
tbeir $60,000 of cash on hand aad there 
had not been shipped in or outdaring 
the entire year $50,000. 

“It Is charged that the people of the 
United States have suffered to an un- 
precedented extent dating bock to the 
demonetizalionuct. The facta are easily 
Ity established that the world has u eve/ 
seen such a period of prosperity aa the 
United States lias enjoyed from the re- 
sumption of specie payment to 181*3. 
The wealth of the country' ucver In- 
creased as rapidly. So many men 
never prospered. 

“Hut you may say the people of the 
United States Increased. So they did, 
but in lSkO our people were worth per 
capita only $514. In 1000 their wraith 
per capita had increased to $1,030. The 
people of the United States were worth, 
on an average, more than twice aa much 
in 1800 aa in 1860. 

“But you answer these facts which 
cannot be denied by theqiropositlon that 
this unprecedented accumulation of 
property is In the hands of the few; 
that the rich have been growing richer 
and the poor poorer. If that is ao, it la 
not the fuult of the gold atundard or 
of any political party. All tllut uny par- 
ty or any standard or any legislation 
can do is to aee to it that every man 
has an open Held and a fair fight. It 
cannot exempt him from the light. 
Fight he must, and the best tbut the 
government can do la to see lo irtiiut 
no one strikes below the belt.”

One of the subcommittees of the 
monetary commission now sitting In 
Washington will Investigate the sever- 
al classes of United States notes with a 
view of devising a plan for the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks without caus- 
ing a contraction or other disturbance 
of the currency. 

This is one of the most Important 
subjects that the coimnisalon wilt haTe 
to deal with. It has engaged the atten- 
tion of our best financiers for many 
years past, ineludlngseveral secretaries 
of the treasury, and It Is the unanimous 
opinion of those best qualified to judge 
that the greenbacks should be retired. 
At the time they were, issued it never 
entered the mind of any person that 
they were to remain permanently out- 
standing. The fnet that they were on 
their face government promises te pay 
was construed ns meaning that they 
were to be redeemed and retired when 
they had served their purpose at the 
earliest convenience of the government. 
This prove** of redemption and retire- 
ment began soon after the war, but it 
was stopped liy congress and a law was 
passed that, w hen redeemed they should 
be reissued. From that timet to the 
present they have been a trouble breed- 
ing factor In our currency system, a 
constant source of anxiety to every 
secretary of the treasury end a dU- 
turtilng element in business. They 
should be retired. 

No doubt Or ret try fiage will recom- 
mend this la his first, annual report to 
congress, and he may suggest s definite 
plan for accomplishing it. Between his 
plan and the one ths monetary commis- 
sion will offer congress will have no 
difficulty In formulating one that will 
be aafs and feasible and that can be car- 
ried out -wlthont causing any disturb- 
ance In our currency system. — Ti- 
dlanapofls Journal.

This ts sna way of stating the pop- 
ularity of gold and ths unpopularity of 
ailvar. The truth is that silver Is belrg 
dropped by all sagacious nations be- 
cause It hsa In tfae loot ten years fully 
demonstrated its unfitness to serve as a 
standard of value. It li too uncertain 
aad unstable In value. 

Japan made the chango from silver 
to gold on the first of this month and 
did It without a jar or a shock to her 
financial or business Interests. It la al- 
ways safe to chaagt from bad to good 
money. 

The United States Is now the only 
civilised nation of the earth that is cos 
■iderfeg the advisability of changing 
from gold to silver. How long will ft 
take the remaining silveritea to discov- 
er wbot Horace Boles has already dls- 
tliat stiver Is dead as an issna?

Un- 
der our present system currency ac- 
cumulates and stagnate* for the greet- 
er part of the year in New York. At 
last It is demanded to move the crops in 
the weet and many millions of dollar* 
are shipped out to western bank* to be 
need for this purpose. Under a correct 
system the western banks would be 
able to increase their note Issues in (he 
fall when there le an imperative need 
far mors money and would not be 
forced to borrow so heavily from the 
east. After the crop* had been mar- 
keted this extra currency wonld flew 
iato the bank* iaulng it for redemption 
la gold. 

Ia Canada, which lias an elastic cur- 
rency. tb* volume of money in circula- 
tion always depend* on the demand for 
the uo* of currency for bualnes* pur- 
poses. With us there i* no way of meet- 
ing a temporary demand except by the 
starting of new bonks or by an act of 
congress Increasing the volume of 
greenbacks. We sre a pretty smart 
people, but in some things we are far 
behind other nations.— Sound Money. 

The Mosetarr Commission. 

The monetary commission now sit- 
ting at Washington is mads up of prac- 
tical business men who are also expert* 
on the currency question. These meu 
understand clearly the weaknesses, not 
to say dangers, of our present financial 
system, and can be depended upon to 
formulate a system more in touch with 
modern civilization. 

They are proceeding in the best possi- 
ble way. All of the hundreds of reform 
schemes which have been presented to 
them are being classified and discussed. 
The commission will then, after taking 
Into consideration all present social, 
financial and political conditions, de- 
velop its own plan. Beyond question 
it will givs us something good — that 
Is If congress will permit its plan 
to become law. Congress, especially the 
senate, U the stumbling block to mone 
tary reform. It la upon congress that 
sound money men Bhould concentrate 
their efforts.
